
"Iracks ITo 90 and 99 are completed, A connection between them 
could not be established because the required switches have not 
been deUv'-Tod. One switch is being installed, the five remaining 
switches axe expected to arrive soon and will be installed with- 
out delay. Although the tracks are heavily used, arrival tracks^ 
much worn-out rails of types 8 and 15 as far as they were available 
were utilized fbr the construction of these tracks, Jell-preserve-o 
railo of t,y_,e 6 are xn short supply in the BEDLIll liailroad 
District. Ike same seems to be the case in other districts, since 
such rails could not be made available by the Central Procurement 
Office ("ientralbeschaffungsamt" ) for the construction of the 
B2E-.no f-GDUDt;/ track, for this line section rails of type 8 were 
also v ed» 
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Liwitor tyre rails cannot be utilized for these tracks since it 
has been observed at various places that they do not stand the 
strain of heavy locomotives. 

for tracks No 65 and 69 the rails of second quality ("swelter 
Sorte" ) for 2.3 kilometers of trackage, and the pertaining nine 
switches are still missing. One railroad car loaded with rails 
arrived. 2he arrival of other r ail material is expe cted in the 
next few days." I j
